willing to help.

MR. ABERHART'S ASPIRATIONS 


Anyone who reads between the lines of the 
news as it develops from day to day can hardly 
failto get the impression that somethiny is 
cooking in the Social Credit caldron. A fair 
guess would be that it has to do with the en- 
try of the social credit party into the Dominion 
political arena in a big way at the next gener- 
al election. 


The holding of the Monetary Reform Con- 
vention of a few months ago in Winnipeg in- 
stead of in social credit’s Canadian headquart- 
ters, Alberta; the toying with new names for 
social credit policies; the present attempt to 
woo the farm vote of the three prairie provin- 
ces by voluntarily championing their cause; 
the speaking tour of Mr. Aberhart to Ontario, 


can all be looked upon as signs and portents 
of the desire to extend social credit politics to 
a larger field, 


That Mr. Aberhart should find it desirable 
and necessary to invade the federal field is 
only logical. Finding it impossible to imple- 
ment his election promises of free money for 
everyone; frustrated by the courts dissalowing 
his favorite legislation; prevented from start- 
ing his own banking system; and sensing a 
fading of faith in him on the part of the 
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voters who placed his party in power, it is only 
reasonable for him to believe he could recoup

There would be few difficulties in the way 
once control of the federal honse was in the 
grip of Mr. Aberhart. There wonld be no 
one to override him or hold him in check. If 
he cou'd achieve a larga enough following he 
could legislate his “reform” policies to his 
heart’s content. Appointments the whole 
length of the civil service from the courts to 
the caretakers would be his tomake. Such 
appointments would naturally go to those who 
could be trusted to see eye to eye with Mr. 
Aberhart and his ambitions, 


It would be dangerous to ridicule the idea 
of the social credit party getting very far in 
the federal field, Mr. Aberhart is a skillful 
politician and a very able propagandist.

Every man between the ages of 16 and 69 who is unemployed or 
who will not be gainfully occupied after May 31, 1942, must reg-

aged and infirm, or are subject to the provisions of the Essential 
Work (Scientific and Technical Personnel) Regulations, 1942. 


WHEN TO REGISTER 


If you have not already registered at an Employment and Claims 
Office of the Unemployment Insurance Commission within the last 
two weeks, or have not obtained work, you are required to register 
within the week of June lst, 1942, or within one week after be- 
coming unemployed or not gainfully occupied at any time after 
May 31st, 1942. 


WHERE TO REGISTER 


1, At an Employment and Claims Office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, if you live in, or within five miles of, a 
city or town in which there is such an office; or
